The Antioch Village Board agreed to 
propose changing the subdivision ordinance 
on minimum size of single family lots after 
discussing CABL's financial problems with 
representatives of CABL, proposed 171 acre 
subdivision north of the Upper Grade School. 

The ordinance now requires a minimum of t 
70 foot frontage with a total lot area of 6,000 
sq. ft. 

The village board committee proposed to 
change the law to read that 50 per cent of lots 
in a subdivision be allowed at 65 ft. with 
remainder at 70 ft. or over. The minimum of 
8,000 square feet total area was retained. 

There was much discussion about the plan: 
ned revision, with Trustee William Seemann 
voting against the proposed change, com- 
menting that since he was the one who first 
proposed the 70 foot requirement, he still was 
"not in favor of smaller lots.'*

Citing the costs in developing the land to 
accommodate 440 single family and 220 
multi-family units coupled with expense of 
water main restrictions imposed by village 
ordinance and park and school land 
donations, Campbell contended the costs 
would be "astronomical" and would en- 
danger the whole project. 

Having some 65 foot lots to sell would help 
offset the expense, he felt. 

The problem of CABL's required donation 
of 24 acres for parks and 10 to the school 
district, according to village ordinance, was 
set aside by the board until they could talk to 
school and park authorities. 

Campbell proposed that in lieu of 34 acres 
total dedication of park and school land, that 
the ten acres alongside the south edge of the 
property already earmarked for dedication 
to the grade school district be developed by 
CABL with tennis courts, play equipment, 
ball diamonds, etc.

Disability income insurance pays you money if you are 
disabled. Like lif e insurance , whenever the condition insured 
against exists, you are entitled to collect. Unlike - life in- 
surance, the insurance is concerned with the cause of the 
disability. They may or may not pay your benefits for a par- 
ticular loss. Disability income policies can look identical but 
little changes in the clauses down in the fine print can often 
make the difference whether you collect, and if so how much. 
We are going to discuss a lot of the details of these policies, 
what to look for and what to avoid. The best procedure, as 
always, is to use an agent you already know and trust. Then 
you can't go too far wrong. 

Disability income policies insure against loss due to 
sickness and separately against loss due to injury. Some 
policies insure against only one. Be sure the' policy you're 
looking at insures against both accident and sickness. Be 
sure also, that you Know uie conciitiolis~uiiderwhlclryou-will-

companies generally impose what they call a "Waiting - 
period." For a certain number of days after the start of the 
policy, you aren't covered for illness. If a sickness appears 
too soon after the policy starts, the company may consider it 
a pre-existing condition. 'They usually don't insure against 
pre-existing conditions (any disability or illness you had 
before you bought the policy) .This is the next thing to check. . 
how restrictive are they on pre-existing conditions after the 
waiting period. Some never cover them, the illness must 
have started after the policy for you to collect. 

On the injury side of the coverage, be careful of the 
phrasing "independent of all other causes" in the definition 
of accidental. It can be used to restrict coverage if the com- 
pany wants to claim contributing causes. For example, if you 
fell off a ladder because you got dizzy, the company could 
claim that the dizziness caused the injury, not falling off the 
ladder. 

A few policies still have the old restriction that illnesses 
must be confining. If you leave your house, they will no 
longer consider you disabled. Don't take a policy with this 
restriction. There are a lot of good, policies without it. It is 
standard for disability income policies to exclude coverage, 
from any disability, where you are collecting workman's 
compensation. Don't let this concern you if you see it in a 
policy. Look to make sure the policy is non-cancellable 
guaranteed renewable. Without them, the company might be 
able to cancel the policy and leave you without coverage. 
Remember, all payments received under a disability income 
policy in non-taxable. That advantage doesn't belong to any 
company.

Angry parents of .Channel Lake Grade 
School children -who are scheduled to be 
bused to Oakland Grade School this fall con- 
tinue their fight to reverse the Board's 
decision made three months ago. 

Basically their frustration and ire is 
because they were not consulted before the , 
decision to bus to Oakland Grade School was 
made and that the busing will be over a long 
route, according to Pat Hucker, mother of 
one of the kindergarten through second 
graders affected. • 

"I was one of the parents who left, angry 
from the school board meeting (June 5). By 
the time I reached home I was furious 
because there was a 45 minute set time to 
disc uss th e future of our children/' Mrs. 
Hucker saiclr"We had many more questions 
but they were left unanswered and the 
meeting was closed." 



Another mother* Kathy Turner said the 
parents had asked questions at the May 
meeting after she heard of the decision "in 
town." 

These questions were answered at the June 
meeting but, according to the mothers, not to 
their satisfaction. Nor were the additional 
questions raisedat the June meeting, Turner 
said. " . . - 4 

"We are not happy about. the busing, but 
we are willing to go along with it if the kids 
could go to Antioch Grade School," Hucker 
explained, "But, Oakland is too' far for the lit- 
tleones." .■'.'■ 

The board's reasoning, according to a 
statement made by Supt. Donald Skidmore, 
is "The obvious answer to this question is 
financial. By busing the three classes from' 
- Channel-Lake -to - Oakla nd , the di strict wil 1 
realize a savings of about $31,000 in teacher 
personnel and gain a credit of $24,000 from 



. SEDOL for use of the three rooms at Channel 
Lake. Hence, a total of $55,000 is involved." 

SEDOL children will be utilizing the three 
vacated classrooms at Channel Lake ac- 
cording to the boards plan, therefore the 
payment from SEDOL, he explained. 

The problem of what to do with the some 33 
K-2 students affected while the new William 
Petty School is being built was solved, the 
board felt, with the busing of the eight kin- 
der garners,^ ten first graders and 15 second 
graders to Oakland where classroom size 
r would then be of average size for the '79-'80 
school year. 

One o£ the options discussed by the board, 
according to Skidmore, Was the placing of 
special education children in Channel Lake 
and busing the three small Channel Lake 
classes to Antioch Grade < where the special 



: 
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ed classes are now meeting) . 

However, that plan was dropped because 
K-2 classes at Antioch Grade School would be 
-too large and also, the district would lose the 
$24,000 from SEDOL, he explained. 

But, the concerned parents ot the 33 
youngsters to be bused aren't satisfied. 
. Annmarie DeServi, mother of a first 
grader and a kindergarten student contends, 



"The size of the classrooms doesn't matter 
with a temporary thing. We feel keeping 
.them closer to home and with their friends is 
more important." k 

"Is the emotional damage worth $55,000?" 
Turner asked. 

Skidmore expressed his and the board's 
position with the statement, "In all honesty, I 
can appreciate the concerns expressed by 
the parents. If we had an option at no ad-, 
ditional expense to the school district to keep 
the children at Channel Lake until the new 
school is open we would do so. Unfortunately 
that is not the case. Any option will cost the 1 
district additional money it need hot spend. 
At a time when inflation is running rampant 
and tax payers-are asking public officials to 
keep costs in check, I cannot in good con- 
science a ske the district to spend money un- 



necessarily.' 

The board has made the decision and has 
given the parents an opportunity to come up 
with a feasible alternative at two different- 
meetings, according to Skidmore, and since 
no other plan was suggested to offset the cost 
involved, the board intends to continue with 
their decision to bus the students to Oakland 
until they can be enrolled at the new school.

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URiNARY-TRACT INFECTTONS;

As many women know urinary tract infections are a 
nuisance. They occur far more often in women than in 
men, mainly because of the anatomical differences 
between the two sexes. Women have much shorter 
urethras, consequently, it is less difficult for the bac- 
teria that cause urinary tract infections to enter a 
woman's bladder. ; •- 

If you have an infection your doctor can prescribe 
the right antibiotic to help you recover. But the out- 
'come of the treatment he prescribes depends largely 
on how well you follow his instructions. 

A urinary tract infection is any bacterial infection in- 
volving the bladder or kidneys. If the infection is 
located in the bladder, it is called cystitis. If it is 
located in the kidneys, it is called pyelonephritis. 

In most instances the bacteria that cause urinary 
tract infections come from your own body. Feces are 
loaded with bacteria, some of which can cause in- 
fection. Thus, wiping away from the vagina after a 
-bowel movement helps to minimize the chances for 
bacterial contamination of the urinary tract. 

In women, the symptoms of a urinary tract infection 
will usually include: 

1 ) A burning sensation when you are urinating. _ 

2) A need to urinate often, although only a scant 
amount is voided each time , «- -*>.,-.. 

3) Cloudy urine due to pus, bloody urine, back pain, 
fever or chills . 

Occasionally, women will have no obvious symptoms 
of infection, but they will feel tired or lack of their 

usual energy. 

Most symptomatic urinary tract infections are 
treated with antibiotics. Several factors determine the 
length of therapy and the type of antibiotic prescribed. 

1) The specific site of the infection 

2) The specific type of bacteria that is causing the in- 
fection, and 

3) Whether or not this is a first time infection, or a 

/ recurrent one _ 
Although the symptoms may disappear quickly, the 
bacteria that caused the infection may remain in the 
urinary tract for several days after you start to feel 
better. Therefore, it is important to take the antibiotic 
for the complete length of time it is prescribed in order 
to eradicate all the bacteria and perhaps prevent

Already, in his short 26 year old life, and 
brief four year career, Antioch Police Sgt. 
Charles Watkins,. has received a special 
citation for saving a life at risk to his own. 

During his service on the North Chicago 
Police force, Watkins was called to a fire in 
an apartment house which, when he reached, 
it, was engulfed in flames. 

"There were people running out screaming 
that there was a 70 year old woman still in 
there," Watkins recalled. 

"When I ran in to find her, I had to kick in 
four doors before I found her. . By this time I 
was having trouble with the thick smoke. 
When I found her she was disoriented and I 
had to carry her out," he told. 

"I was hospitilized for that and then just 
two weeks later I got shot in the arm and 
ches t during an armed robbery and was laid 
up for two and - hatf"c^mree~~months;"" 
Watkins said/ 

He was 'honored by a special mayor's 
Citation for the rescue of the fire victim. 

He calls the two experiences "unfortunate 
incidents." 

After a year and a half on the North 
Chicago Police force,- Watkins joined the An- 
tioch Police Dept in January of 1977 as a 
patrolman. 



believes, "If all that goes through your mind 
24 hours a day is police worH, you aren't 
going tobe really good to anyone." y 

"1 think all policemen go through the 
♦John Wayne' syndrome for a couple of 
years," he laughed and then added, "But,, 
you get out of that pretty quick." 

As all of the police personnel I have in- 
terviewed have pointed out, Watkins ex- 
pressed priase for* the Antioch Police Force 
and for It's chief, Charles Miller, in par- 
ticular. 

Watkins put it this way, ^'Antioch has one 
of the finest police forces )n Lake County. 
The chief makes Or breaks a force. .Chuck 
Miller has been fantastic, he can relate to the 
men. he is firm but flexible." 

/When not on duty, Watkins most enjoys 
being with his family and putterihgaround 

the house.. 
— "rtry"td~be"handy,"^helaughedr"But 

somehow it ends up I have.to pay.someone to 

fix up the messes I've made." 

He and his wife Millie spend most of their 

time with daughters Lisa and 'fina. Since 

Lisa is interested in her dancing classes and 

is also in The Antioch Grade School Band, 

they spend a lot of time attending concerts 

and recitals. 



Now, as Sergeant for the past year and a 
half, the t&ll personable young man has 
charge of three shifts of patrolmen, 
scheduling their duties and work schedules. 

He enjoys his work, despite the ugly side Of 
it, Jie says, because he looks at it as "being in 
touch with those who need help." 

Most people, he said, are honest and give 
no trouble. Instead of causing trouble, in An- 
tioch, 90 per cent of the people cooperate with 
the police, he observed. 

When a policeman goes home, he should 
forget about his work, he advised. 

"You can't get personally involved," he
